Mariner's Harbor is an old Staten Island settlement, but 
the bulk of the district is unpopulated. Most of the 
homes are in the northeast corner of the district — one 
and two-family houses. The district faces Newark Bay 
to the north, and Arthur Kills to the west. Principal 
industry is shipbuilding. Railroad yards and a soap 
factory give employment to some residents. There is 
considerable waste land in Mariner's Harbor. The dis- 
trict showed only a slight population gain be^jyeen the 
1930 and the 1940 Census. Most retail stores are on 
Richmond Terrace, running along the north wtter front.
